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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant agreed to amended the claims to resolve the rejections 
under 35 USC 112 first and second paragraph. Applicant agreed to replace "thermoplastic" with -melt processible- as 
suggested in the previous Office action. The independent claims will also be amended to limit the substrate to an 
organic substrate. Examiner agreed limiting the claims to an organic substrate would read over the previous 35 USC 
103b rejection in view of Baum and Strassel, because Baum and Strassel are directed toward using an inorganic 
substrate. Applicant provided the argument that Grootaert and Fukushi, previously applied for bonding to an organic 
substrate, relied upon using fluoroelastomers which are not melt processible and the independent claims would be 
amended to require using a melt processible partially fluorinated polymer.
